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PRELIMINARY AMENDMENT 

This Amendment is in response to the Office Action dated October 3, 2000 (Paper 
No. 14) and is in connection with the fiUng herewith of a Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE). A Petition for One-Month Extension of Time and Notice of Appeal were timely filed on 
February 2, 2001 (received by the Patent Office on February 5, 2001), so that the RCE request is 
being timely filed by June 5, 2001, with the enclosed Petition for Extension of Time (two 
months). 

In the Claims : 

Please amend claims I and 4 to read as follows. A marked-up copy of claims 1 

and 4 showing the additions and deletions in the usual marp^r is attached hereto. 

~1 . (Amended) A method for ef^^ing a superficial chemical skin peel 
which comprises topically applying to skin to be tested a solution of salicylic acid containing at 
least 15 wt % up to a saturation concentration of salicylic acid, based on the weight of the 
solution, in a dermatologically acceptable, Volatile, liquid solvent which allows the salicylic acid 
to be present as a solution on a surface 01 the skin for a time sufficient to produce a chemical 
peel of stratum comeum of the skiiywith viable epidermis remaining substantially intact. 
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
